Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 


I cannot  submit  the  annual  report  for  1937  without  making 
reference  to  the  tragic  and  untimely  loss  of  our  Medical  Officer, 
Dr.  William  Hudson.  For  over  a quarter  of  a cemury  he  served 
the  district  faithfully  and  well  both  in  the  capacity  of  a private 
practitioner  and  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


He  was  a man  of  boundless  energy  and  brought  to  his  work  a 
refreshing  keeness.  He  was  a Bedlington  man  and  very  proud  of 
his  town  and  zealous  for  its  progress.  To  mention  his  various 
contributions  towards  the  improvement  of  social  conditions  in  our 
district  would  be  invidious,  but  I feel  that  we  ought  to  make 
reference  to  what  I think  was  his  greatest  achievement,  the  planning 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Guide  Post.  It  stands 
a fitting  monument  to  his  industry  and  enterprise  and  whenever  we 
enter  its  door  we  shall  think  of  the  man  who  erected  it. 


Dr.  Hudson  was  laid  to  rest  on  June  22nd,  1938,  and  his  passing 
was  mourned  by  a large  congregation  of  his  friends.  We  lost  a 
Medical  Officer  of  great  ability  and  his  patients  a practiticner  who 
served  them  faithfully  and  well. 


The  year  1937  was  not  on  the  whole  as  good  from  a statistical 
point  of  view  as  its  predecessor.  The  death  rate  rose  from  10  per 
1,000  in  1936  to  14.9  per  1 ,ooo  in  1937.  The  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1937  was  12.4. 


The  majority  of  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease,  cancer  anti 
senility  and  the  majority  of  the  victims  were  over  55  years  of  age. 
Deaths  from  tuberculosis  numbered  28  as  compared  with  11  in  1936 
and  21  in  1935. 


There  was  an  slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate  in  1937  and  also 
a slight  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate. 


The  position  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases  was  an  eminently 
satisfactory  one.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  192  as  against  2CO 
in  1936  and  290  in  1935.  There  was  only  one  death  from  Scarlet 
Fever  and  two  from  Diphtheria.  The  Council’s  activity  in 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  been  justified  by  a further 
decrease  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  As  in  previous  years  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  hospital  only  when  home  conditions 
were  unfavourable.

DEATH  RATE. 


During  the  year  2S3  deaths  were  registered.  This  included  4 
outward  transfers  and  in  addition  there  were  75  inward  transfers 
making  a total  of  354,  173  males  and  181  females,  allocated  to  the 
district. 

This  is  equivalent  to  an  Annual  Death  Rate  of  14.9  per  1 ,ooo 
compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  of  12.4  per  1 ,coo. 


SUMMARY  OF  DEATHS  REGISTERED  IN  THE  DISTRICT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1937. 
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BIRTH  RATE. 

During  the  year  474  births,  237  of  boys  and  237  of  girls,  were 
registered  in  the  district.  After  accounting  for  inward  and  outward 
transfers  the  total  number  allocated  was  490,  241  boys  and  249  girls. 
Of  these  15  were  illegitimate.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  Annual  Birth 
Rate  of  17.8  per  1,000. 

18  Still  Births  were  registered,  cue  of  these  being  illegitimate. 
The  Rate  cf  Illegitimacy  is  3.1%.

REPORT  OF  CHILD  WELFARE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  FOR  1937. 


The  death  of  our  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  certainly 
be  felt  by  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff  as  a personal 
loss;  and  particularly  bv  the  Child  Welfare  Section,  in  which  Dr. 
Hudson  took  such  a.  keen  personal  interest.  His  stimulating 
personality  and  enthusiasm  were  a constant  encouragement.  The 
inception  of  the  Clinic  in  its  present  form  was  largely  due  to  him, 
and  it  has  been  continued  on  the  lines  envisaged  by  him. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  increasing  use  which  is  being  made 
of  the  Clinic  for  consultation  purposes. 


244  children  were  examined  during  the  year  at  the  monthly 
sessions.  Many  of  these  were  referred  by  the  family  doctor,  and 
letters  written  in  reply.  The  aim  of  the  clinic  is  to  work  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  family  doctor,  and  this  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  this  is  being  achieved. 

A further  gratifying  feature  of  the  year’s  work  is  the  increased 
amount  of  breast  feeding,  for  which  the  enthusiasm  of  our  active 
Health  Visitors  is  so  largely  responsible.  Much  stress  is  laid  on 
breast  feeding,  especially  in  view  of  the  tendency  of  the  infantile 
mortality  to  rise  recently.  Breast  feeding  is  an  important  factor  in 
increasing  a child’s  resistance  to  disease,  and  his  recovery  from 
operations  when  these  are  necessary. 

The  approval  recently  given  to  the  work  of  the  Clinic  by  Dr. 
Brodie  from  The  Ministry,  is  a further  encouragement  for  the 
future. 

The  value  of  the  Sunlight  Clinic  and  the  more  recently  installed 
dental  clinic  is  daily  proved.

During  tlie  period  which  I attended  the  Antenatal  Clinic  last  year, 
namely  January  to  September,  there  was  the  usual  well  sustained  attendance. 

In  ratio,  numbers  were  smaller,  but  attendances  higher  than  during  the 
previous  year. 

Cut  of  the  29  patients,  17  had  normal  deliveries  and  the  remainder 
necessitated  expert  assistance.  Six  cases  were  referred  to  the  Princess  Mary 
Maternity  Hospital,  with  excellent  results.

HOUSING  REPORT  1937. 


Since  the  last  Report,  the  142  houses  on  the  Burnside  Estate, 
Bedlington  Station,  have  been  completed  and  occupied  by  persons 
rehoused  from  the  Bank  Top,  Barrington  Colliery,  and  Clayton 
Street,  Clearance  Areas. 


This  marks  another  step  forward  in  the  Council’s  programme 
of  Slum  Clearance,  and  the  disappearance  of  many  houses  unfit 
for  habitation. 


A very  regret  able  feature  of  the  rehousing  of  persons  from 
Clearance  Areas,  is  the  increasing  rent  arrears  on  these  Estates ; 
even  despite  the  fact  that  under  the  system  of  differential  renting, 
based  on  income  and  families,  they  enjoy  a smaller  rent  than  the 
people  living  in  similar  houses  on  other  Estates. 


It  has  been  found  necessary  to  take  proceedings  for  possession 
in  several  cases  after  very  short  tenancies,  and  I think  sympathy 
should  not  be  wasted  on  those  people  who  are  making  no  attempt 
to  carry  out  their  obligations. 


Whilst  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  that  the  Housing  Committee 
are  at  all  times  ready  to  give  sympathetic  consideration  to 
deserving  cases,  they  intend  to  deal  drastically  with  tenants  who 
ignore  warnings  given  to  them  in  regard  to  rent  arrears. 


The  erection  of  houses  at  Guide  Post  and  Choppington  to 
rehouse  people  from  Clearance  Areas  has  been  delayed  much  longer 
than  anticipated,  but  there  is  a prospect  of  an  immediate 
commencement  being  made.  Tenders  will  soon  be  obtained  for 
more  houses  at  Church  Lane,  Bedlmgton,  to  deal  with  people  to  be 
rehoused  from  the  Bedlington  Areas.  No  attempt  has  yet  been 
made  to  provide  houses  under  the  “ Overcrowding  Act  As  thr- 
Ilousing  Subsidy  for  Slum  Clearance  has  now  been  altered  and 
embodied  with  that  for  Overcrowding,  at  the  rate  of  £5/10/0  per 
house  for  forty  years,  this  will  mean  that  the  erection  of  houses 
after  the  end  of  December,  1938,  will,  in  all  probability,  necessitate 
an  increase  of  rents. 


Inere  is  no  matter  of  any  importance  to  report  on  the 
Lxisting  Estates,  with  the  exception  of  improvements  which  have 
been  carried  out,  viz.,  flagging  of  footpaths,  concreting  of 
openings,  etc.  5 


I he  tiees  and  shrubberies  planted  in  recent  years  are  now 
doing  well,  and  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  they  improve 
the  appearance  of,  and  are  an  asset  to,  the  Estates. 


1 he  Housing  Committee  some  time  ago,  adopted  a system  of 
letting  houses,  strictly  according  to  date  of  application,  and  in  the 
eases  of  some  Estates,  the  1 enancy  Sub-Committees  are  now 
dealing  with  applications  made  in  the  years  1930  and  1931,  so  that 
it  can  be  seen,  that  anyone  making  an  application  now  will  have 
some  considerable  time  to  wait. 


1 he  applications,  for  houses,  are  considerably  reduced  in 
number  in  comparison  to  former  years,  and  therefore  there  cannot 
be  any  doubt  that  the  General  Housing  situation  is  now  well  in 
hand.

HOUSING. 


The  appended  table  shows  the  progress  which  has  been  made 
under  the  Housing  Acts  w’ilh  respect  to  Clearance  Areas  and 
Individual  Unfit  Houses. 


In  the  former  category  198  houses  have  been  demolished  and  891 
persons  removed  to  houses  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  whilst 
in  the  latter  49  persons  have  been  removed  from  21  houses.  14  of 
these  have  been  demolished,  2 closed  and  5 closed  but  not  yet 
demolished.

In  addition  clearance  areas  have  been  confirmed  at  Guide  Post, 
Sheepwash  and  Scotland  Gate,  comprising  a total  of  174  houses  and 
which  will  necessitate  the  removal  of  668  persons  on  the  completion 
cf  the  houses  now  being  erected.  — - 


In  this  respect  it  is  most  regrettable  that  the  building  of  these 


houses  has  been  so  long  delayed.  Such  slum  areas  with  the  progress 
of  time  become  more  and  more  dilapidated  thus  causing  various 
nuisances  over  which  we  have  little  or  no  control. 


On  removal  of  the  tenants,  furniture  and  household  goods  arc 
removed  to  a sealed  hut  and  treated  with  sulphur  and  insect  de, 
while  the  bedding  etc.,  is  fumigated  in  the  steam  disinfector  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  results  are  highly  satisfactory.

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

The  district  is  now  served  chiefly  by  water  closets.  After 
the  demolition  of  the  confirmed  clearance  areas  within  Guide  Post, 
Sheepwash  and  Scotland  Gate,  the  privy  midden  system  will  have 
almost  ceased  to  exist.  Only  a few  isolated  houses  situated  at  the 
borders  of  the  district  where  sewers  are  not  available  will  be 
served  by  the  common  privy. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  any  conversions  to  be  carried 
out  during  the  year. 


REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  contractors  and  the  bulk  of  the 
material  disposed  of  by  depositing  in  old  clay  pits.  These  tips 
are  situated  at  Choppington  and  Bedlington  Station.  In  other 
parts  of  the  district  disposal  is  confined  to  agricultural  purposes. 


During  the  year  the  work  has  been  done  quite  satisfactorily. 
Intervals  between  times  of  cleansing  vary  ; bins  are  removed  twice 
or  thrice  weekly  and  the  common  ashpits  weekly  and  fortnightly.

In  8G  instances  refuse  bins  have  been  substituted  for  the 
ordinary  open  ashpits  and  in  138  cases  old,  defective  bins  have 
been  renewed  by  the  owners.  The  former  were  carried  out  within 
the  streets  of  North  Blyth  after  communication  with  the  owners, 
bach  house  possesses  a W.C.  On  account  of  the  situation  it  was 
difficult  to  suppress  the  nuisances  which  frequently  occurred  during 
cleansing  operations. 


SEWERAGE. 

No  new  schemes  for  sewage  disposal  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  except  in  the  construction  of  new  houses  where  it 
was  necessary  for  extensions  and  the  usual  branches.  All  sewers 
empty  into  tidal  waters. 


DRAINAGE. 

In  many  cases  improvements  to  the  drainage  systems  at  the 
older  class  of  property  have  been  completed.  Consequently  these 
houses,  chiefly  in  the  areas  of  Barrington  and  Cambois,  are  now 
privately  drained.

PAVING  OF  YARDS,  ETC. 


The  surface  paving  of  back  streets  is  still  in  progress. 
Several  streets  have  been  completed  within  all  the  different  wards. 
In  65  cases,  chiefly  at  West  Sleekburn,  yards  have  been  concreted. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  supply  of  water  is  received  from  the  Tynemouth  Water 
Company.  It  is  of  good  quality  and  has  been  well  maintained, 
is  constant  and  continually  under  pressure.  No  intermittent 
supply  is  in  existence. 


It  is  distributed  by  water  mains  throughout  the  district  and 
branch  mains  are  added  when  new  properties  are  erected.  The 
necessary  service  pipes  are  carried  forward  to  each  individual 
house  as  the  work  progresses. 


Several  private  services  have  been  laid  to  reach  the  older  class 
properties  which  were  depending  principally  upon  a water  tap  or 
public  stand  pipe  situated  well  away  in  the  back  street.  These 
private  services  have  been  introduced  within  the  dwellings  thus 
giving  a separate  water  supply  for  each  tenant.  Numbers  of 
wash-up  sinks  and  wastes  have  been  fixed.

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■ Some  of  the  services  may  not  have  teached  the  interior  of 
the  dwellings  but  where  this  has  not  occurred  the  necessary  tap 
has  been  brought  within  each  yard.  1 his  is  a considerable 
advantage  over  the  public  back  street  supply  which  previously 
existed.  These  new  services  are  still  being  introduced  to  other 
parts  of  the  district. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 


1 he  milk  supplied  to  the  district  is  almost  entirely  produced 
within  our  own  area  with  the  exception  of  Pasteurised  and 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milks. 


The  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  throughout  the  year 
and  have  been  kept  in  a clean  condition.  The  milk  has  been 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness. 


During  the  year  58  samples  have  been  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  County  Laboratory  for  examination  and  the  results  obtained 
have  also  met  the  requirements.  In  a few  cases  it  has  been 


necessary  to  take  repeat  samples.

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS  TO  COWSHEDS 
AND  DAIRIES. 

8.  BOMARSUND  Farm.  No.  1 Cowshed  accommodating  8 cows. 

Broken  floors  have  been  taken  up  and  renewed  with 
concrete.  New  concrete  troughs  provided,  new  tubular 
partitions  fixed  and  the  walls  entirely  rendered  with  cement. 
No.  2 cowshed  accommodating  10  cows. 

The  broken  floors  have  been  renewed  with  concrete, 

channelled  and  drained.  New  concrete  partitions  have  been 
fixed  replacing  the  decaying  woodwork  and  new  concrete 
troughs  provided.  The  internal  walls  have  been  faced  with 
cement  from  the  floor  to  the  eaves  and  beam  filled.  Six 
new  hopper  windows  have  been  fixed  for  light  and  ventilation 
and  new  doors  provided.  The  water  supply  has  been 
brought  within  the  shed  and  automatic  water  fountains 
fixed.  No.  3 shed  providing  extra  accommodation. 


The  floors  have  been  laid  with  concrete,  channelled  and 
drained.  Concrete  troughs  and  partitions  have  been  provided, 
the  walls  cement  rendered  internally  from  floor  to  eaves  and 
beam  filled,  hopper  windows  fixed  and  new  doors  built.  The 
water  supply  has  been  brought  within  the  premises  and 
automatic  drinking  fountains  installed. 

A new  dairy  has  been  built  and  faced  with  cement 
throughout. 


For  artificial  light  electricity  has  been  introduced  and  the 
milking  done  by  machines. 


•The  open  spaces  have  been  laid  with  approximately 
400  sq.  yds.  of  concrete  and  drained. 

79.  Blue  House  Farm.  Four  sheds  each  accommodating  8 cows. 


In  all  cases  the  defective  flooring  has  been  taken  up, 
relaid  with  concrete  and  the  drainage  improved.  The 
internal  walls  have  been  cement  rendered  and  beam  filled. 
Extra  ventilation  has  been  provided  on  the  head  sides,  the 
wood  partitions  have  been  replaced  by  metal  tubes,  drinking 
fountains  fixed  and  all  the  old  feeding  troughs  renewed. 


80.  Town  Farm,  East  Sleekburn.  The  flooring  has  been  taken 
up  and  renewed  with  concrete.  The  decaying  woodwork 
partitions  have  been  taken  out  and  replaced  by  faced 
concrete.  The  walls  have  been  partly  cement  rendered  and 
extra  head  ventilation  provided. 


81.  Front  Street,  Guide  Post.  A new  and  satisfactory  brick- 
work cowshed  has  been  built  replacing  a wooden  erection 
accommodating  8 cows. 

82.  Cleasewell  Hill  Farm.  At  two  sheds  accommodating  lf5 
cows  new  concrete  partitions  have  been  fixed  replacing 
decaying  woodwork.  At  one  shed  the  flooring  and  troughs 
have  been  renewed  with  concrete,  the  walls  rendered  with 
cement  internally  and  extra  drainage  provided.  Concrete 
approaches  have  been  laid  and  a new  brickwork  dairy  built. 

88.  Cottage  Farm,  Barrington.  The  dairy  renewed.
